WASHINGTON, Nov. 22. — Presi- 


dent Harding intends soon to liberate 
many so-called political prisoners now 
serving varying terms in penitentiaries 
for violation of war time laws, it was 
announced at the white house today. 
It was expressly stated, however, that 
those prisoners who had been convict- 
ed of overt acts against the United 
States would not be included in the 
general opening of prison doors. 


The president has asked the depart- 


ment of justice for the complete digest 
of the cases of all the so-called po- 
litical prisoners. 
He will study each 


of them it was stated, and afterwards 
he will issue a proclamation proclaim- 
ing amnesty for those whose offenses 
were not "overt acts" against the Uni- 
ted States. 


The Debs case, it was said at the 


white house, Is in a class by itself, 
and the famous Socialist candidate 
•will not be included in the proclama- 
tion, to be issued. The Debs case is 
being considered separately. 


While there was no approximate 


time set foi tho president s action in 
the hundreds of cases, it is believed 
that the proclamation -will come by 
Chnstmas and that the prisoners 
now seeing lime will receive their 
fipedoom as Christmas sifts. 


Included are a great number of mil- 


itary prisoners, convicted of technical 
deseition and now serving- sentence 
in Leavenwortb.

hard-headed and sometimes hard-hearted officials who havej 
come, primarily, to look after the interests of the governments' 
they represent. These gentlemen stand for the practical poli--j 
tics of their respective countries, not their moral philosophy ori 
the scientific economy. If they are in favor of disarmament it! 
is because their governments cannot afford not to disarm. 
j 


This is a less admirable motive than that arising from! 


pure altruism, but in this stage of political development it is the 
i 


more reliable. A plan for disarmament will certainly be agreed i 
upon, for the simple reason that the taxpayers in the several | 
countries are no lonarer willing to surrender a large fraction of 
their incomes to maintain and expand navies. 
The imminent 


demands of the budget probably come first in the minds of the 
delegates, and the menace of war in ten or twenty years comes 
second. There is a dazzling simplicity in saving hundreds of 
millions of dollars by a stroke of the pen which is lacking in the 
painful economies of such persons as Director of the Budget 
General Hell-and-Maria-Dawes. Domestic politicians are natur- 
ally in favor of reduction, for some of the money not spent on 
battleships can be spent on postoffices, federal buildings, dredg- 
ings of creeks, and other local enterprises which endear senators 
and congressmen to their constituents. 


Lincoln is credited with the remark that the secret of suc- 


cess in office lay in utilizing the bad motives of bad men to ac- 
complish good things.. If the motives indicated help to bring 
about disarmament, the quality of the men or of the motives is 
of little permanent consequence. 


• The emotional and altruistic attitude toward disarmament 


is probably stronger in the United States than elsewhere, be- 
cause we are still, in international matters, an emotional and oc- 
casionally an altruistic people. We haven't quite forgotten the 
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doctrines of liberty and human brotherhood which were being 8tlnt> dolng many thlnga that should

SYDXEY, N. S W., Nov. 22. — The 


following declaration on disarmament 
has been carried by the Melbourne 
(Australia) Trades Hall Council: 


"1. 
That the industiial 
and 
po- 


litical wings of the Australian Labor 
Movement, 
unalterably 
opposed 
as 


they are to militarism in all its forms, 
must protest by e~\ery means in its 
power against the establishment 
of 


armies .navies and the pernicious sys- 
tem 
of compulsory 
tiaining camps, 


and calls upon the workers of all other 
countries to do 
likewise, 
believing 


that a continuance of the naval and 
military operations will not only inevi- 
tably lead to future wars, but will, as 
has been done in the past, be used to 
perpetuate class caste distinctions, to 
develop and foster tyranny, to satisfy 
the selfish ambitions of economic kings 
of strong nations by 
invading 
and 


robbing weaker nations, and acquiring 
their wealth and destroying their lib- 
erties; 


"2. Because of these things we be- 


lieve that the conditions operating in 
the world today would, if seriously and 
earnestly taken hold of by the govern- 
ments of all countiies, make it possi- 
ble to bring about the entire abolition 
of all organized bodies of armed men 
trained to kill. We further decide to 
call upon the Goveriyiient of Australia 
to co-operate with any movement for 
the purpose of assisting to bring about 
as speedily as possible what at least 
90 per cent of the people of the world 
desire—disarmament of all nations; 


'"5. 
That, fuither believing that 


conferences dealing with disarmament 
and international peace are not so 
likely to hiicceed unledd organized la- 
bor from all countries has representa- 
tion thereon, v\e urge the labor organ- 
ixations thruout the -world to demand 
representation 
Fail'ng this booing 


granted, this council will take steps 
to initiate an-international workers' 
conference to further the question of 
dihjumamenf " 


The resolutions3 constitute i-.fi! fur- 


ther evidence of the big move in Aus- 
ti ill,i towards genuine disarmament, 
and the scrappmsr of naval and mili- 
tary operations Generally.
